And of this uneducated, awkward, i 
shabbily-dressed mam, Justice Davis, 
of the United State s supreme court, 
said: 
‘ 'In all the elements that con­ 
stituted a lawyer hehad few equals.” 
The writer we have quoted thus de­ 
scribes the professional peculiarities 
of Lincoln: 
Lincoln's education might have 
been meag-er, but one endowment 
was his, the moral and intellectual 
honesty tliat molded and controlled 
his character alike as a man and as 
a lawyer. 
From that honesty, when 
on the right side of a ease, he c a r­ 
ried a force and conviction that vvms 
irresistible, and from the same rea­ 
son, if on the reverse side, be was 
apt to be a positive injury to it. 
In court Lincoln was export and 
incisive in tin; examination of wit- 
'iiesses, and w’oe to the perjured wit­ 
ness. 
Tiiough ho took no notes, he 
rememliered everything as well as 
those who did. 
And on one occasion 
when the court and lawjmrs all in­ 
sisted, again st Lincoln, that a wit­ 
ness had given certain testimimy, he 
proved to be correct, and Ids memory 
better than that of the uidted bench 
and bar. 
His methods were hi.s own. 
At 
the beginning of a trial where most 
lawyers object he would 
say he 
“ reckoned” it would b»» fair to ad­ 
mit this or that, and when an objec­ 
tion of his had been overruled he 
would often say: “ Well, I reckon I 
m ust be wrong.’’ 
Before the case was through, how­ 
ever, his opponent was apt to find 
that what he had so readily given
